Mr. Boales 
appeared j U8 t in tinw to fire five 
shots at him \ H he ran ..cross the back 
yard. The afUirhad about been for- 
gotten but Cbiel of Police Fritz had 
been quietly working up the case for 
nearly a month. The only clews 
found were a pipe a bottle of 
irjine. The latter *«, taken to all 
of the drug stores and h\ a ii y a t El- 
gin's it was identified as a^ttle sold 
to Mr. Uhas. G. McDaniel. Subse- 
quently the bottle was return to 
Mr. McDaniel, who said he had lost 
it. Having this evidence Chief Fntz 
sought an interview with Mr. McDan- 
iel and told him of his suspicions. Mr. 
McDaniel admitted that he may have 
entered Mr. Boales' house, but said 
he was on a spree that night and did 
not remember where he was or what 
he did. His house was on a lot ad 
joring Mr. Boales' in the rear and it 
as possible ihai he had gotten into 
e wrong house. 

The matter reached this stage 
about ten days ago and when Mr. 
Boales finally learned of the result 
of the police investigations he atop 
1 any effort to cover up or compro 
j matters by swearing out a war- 
rant charging Mr. McDaniel with 
"housebreaking with intent to com- 
mit a felony." Officer Henry Lavne 
served the warrant Tuesday night 
and Mr. McDaniel was arrested and 
gave bond for bis appearance, with 
Poland & Son, his attorneys, on his 
bond. His bail was fixed at $250 and 
the trial set for the 16th inst.

It undertook to perform its duties 
under section one, but failed and ad 
journed sine die. The instrument 
provided by the law to elect before 
the vacanoy occured has proven 
valueless. Now is there a vacancy 
to-day ? Surely not. Seuator Black- 
burn is in Washington, performing 
the duties of his office. When will a 
vacancy exist? Clearly not until 
March next. It will be observed that 
section two gives the Legislature tho 
tight to elect, provided there is a va- 
cancy when it assembles or a vacancy 
occurs after it assembles. No such 
state of affairs now exists. If a 
session had been called and a Senator 
should be chosen prior to March, such 
action would !>e unauthorized »uu the 
Senator elected not entitle 1 to his 
Beat. And in this connection it is 
well enough to bear in mind that the 
sessions of the Legislature in Ken- 
tucky are limited to sixty days. The 
constitution provides that members 
shall be paid $5 per day for 
attendance on a ses( 
mileage, and then ii 
that no session shall

In 
other words, in 1882 thers were 55.75 
per cent, pursuing productive In- 
dustries, whereas in 1S.).'> th ?P3 were 
only 52.85 percent. Ou the other 
hand, the relative numbers &gajid 
in commerce and trafiic re>a from 
21.33 per cent, in 1882 to 23.04 iu 
1895. 

It is only in toxtile industries and 
certain branches of art industry 
that the figures show a slight de- 
crease. In metallic manufactures, 
on the contrary, there has been a 
very large increase— namely, from 
29,875 in 1833 to 45,724 la 1895. In 
the man uficture of machinery, the 
numbers einploved rose from 21,216 
to 32,895; iu the building trades, 
from 33,223 to 57,277; in printing 
and allied trades, from 9,723 to 14,- 
663; in traffic and Hie distribution 

chemical industries the persous oc- 
cupied were nearly doubled in num- 
ber, having increased from 2,343 to 
4,640, while in the insurance depart- 
ment there was a rise from 1,410 to 
2,706. Persons engaged in ros 
taurants and iu places of like na- 
ture more than doubled in the 14 
years, the nurat>ers being 18,016 and 
36,210. respectively. The lowest 
class of laborers show an increass 
from 22,214 to 37.512.

A FABM B0TS RAILROAD. 

T.ie Time and Labor-Saving Device 
of an Ingenious Lad. 

Robert M. Tyler, aged 17, has 
built a railroad with rolling stock on 
the farm of his father, William M. 
Tyler, at Buck's Hill, a suburb of 
Waterbury. He showed consider- 
able mechanical skill in constructing 
the roadbed and laying the rails 
from the house through tho fields 
and over brooks to a walnut grove 
at the extremity of the farm. Then 
he built the car and put the engine 
and boiler in place. It has proved a 
very useful ai well as creditable en- 
terprise, much time and labor being 
saved by it, and farm labor being 
made much more attractive. 

The boy thus describes Ids system: 
"The rails are of steel, T shaped, the 
lightest made of this description, 
weighing only eight pounds to the 
yardvr The crossties are of chestnut, 
three and one-half feet long, four 
inch face and three inches thick. 
The gauge is 26 inches. The grade 
is quite steep in places, the steepest 
being 370 feet to the mile. 

"The whole cost of constructing 
the railway was at the rate of $600 
a mile, tho engine, boiler and car 
costing about $300 more. The en- 
gine Is rated two horsepower, stands 
upright, is double acting, reversible, 
and makes 800 revolutions a minute. 
Tho boiler ii also a two horsepower, 
upright, holding six gallons of 
water. It generates steam rapidly, 
can get up steam in five or six min- 
utes and uses but little fuel. 

"This small engine and boiler will 
propei a car up a steep grade, draw- 
ing quite a load. We find the en- 
gine and boiler very useful for otitic 
purposes, such as grinding grain, 
feed, sawing wood, etc."

It is 
stated that this wholesale destruc- 
tion will not be permitted hereafter. 

Dr. George \V Massamore, deputy 
game warden, has spent a week 
along the river, arranging a plan to 
save these fi9h. lie found ready co- 
operation from the fishing clubs and 
residents along the stream. A valu- 
able ally was found in Col. G. L. 
Nicholson, superintendent of the 
canal, who has issued an order to all 
lock- tenders and other canal em- 
ployees instructing thorn to pro- 
hibit the fishing of the canal by any 
persons except the employes of the 
Game and Fish Protective associa- 
tion, who will secure tho bass in the 
pools and deposit them in the river 
to increase and multiply. 

Tho part of the canal which the 
association will lish as soon as the 
water is drawn off extends from 
Little Fulls, just above Washington, 
to a point opposite Hancock, Wash- 
ington county. The lishing will be 
done by band-seines, a seine 20 feet 
long by 5 feet deep being used in the 
shallow pools, and one about 100 feet 
long bv five feet deep iu the larger 
pools. It is estimated that it will 
take six men to work the big seines 
and three to work tho smaller ones. 
The waters to be fished extend over 
60 miles, and it is estimated that it 
will require about two weeks to 
complete the work. The bass of all 
sizes will at once be thrown into the 
Potomac proper. The catfish, suck- 
ex-s and large carp will be sold. The 
small carp will be killed, as these 
fish are not desirable, as they are 
destructive to the other fishes. It is 
expected that by carrying out this 
work the Potomac will in a few years 
be the best bass stream in America.

Projectiles with a High Trajectory 
Easily Pierce -on Armor. 
The new Germai camp at Mal- 
medy, close to the Belgian frontier, 
has attracted specia attention ow- 
ing to. the experiments lately car- 
ried on there. The o jt>ct of the ex- 
periments was to tr the effect on 
field fortifications of t.e new guns 
with which the Germai "foot ar til 
le»y" has lately been eqilpped. The 
guns in question ae six- inch 
howitzer guns and eigit and one- 
quarter-inch mortars. It is in- 
tended to utilize some of hese guns 
in tho attack and defen a of posi- 
tions, in which respect t.y would 
play a considerable role, se>|ng that 
" ifense, nowadays, disnoses of 
better means of rasistano than 
rly. The obstacles in front of 
the line of defense will be in reas6% 
natural points, of vantage rill, to a 
greater extent, bo utilized md im- 
proved upon by means of portable 
armor, screens built up w;th rail- 
way rails, etc., shelters will he pro- 
vided, against which ordinary field 
artillery will be powerless, bit they 
will not resist the heavy projectiles 
thrown with a very high trajectory 
from these guns. The object of the 
trials in question was to determine 
the best mode of use of these guns, 
more especially the mortars, against 
fortifications of an analogous na- 
ture to the so-called forts tl'arret 
protecting a great part of the 
French frontier. At the same time 
experiments were also made with a 
view to determining the efficiency of 
infantry fire by day and night.— 
Revue du Cercle Militaire.

With an unbroken and verified 
descent from one of the- five Brah- 
man s who, according to the tradi- 
tion which in India passes for his- 
tory, brought sacred rights into the 
lower valleys of the Ganges from 
the north 1,200 years ago, his family 
forms one of a close confederacy 
which has furnished during ton 
centuries the intellectual force in 
Bengal. Indians of the high descents 
to which Mr. Chatterji and Prince 
Ranjitsinhji belong havo hitherto 
been infrequent visitors to England. 
Their caste rules long stood In the 
way of their crossing "the black- 
water," and although this infraction 
of ancient eustom may now be con- 
doned by penance ou their return, 
the great majority of Indians in 

races or classes holding a lower 
position in the Indian social scale. 
The young hero of the cricket-field 
represents a stock whose one pur- 
suit during ages has been the prac- 
tice of the many virtues and of war. 
The head of the India civil service 
examination represents a caste 
whose functions during an equal 
period have been tho art of govern- 
ment and the acquisition of learn- 
ing. Prince Ranjitsinhji is a Rajput 
of western India. Mr. Chatterji is a 
Brahman of its most easterly prov- 
ince, Bengal. 

The service Prince Ranjitsinhji 
has performed for India is not that 
he has proved one of his race to be 
capable of the highest achievement 
In our national sport, but that he 
has made the fact known to the 
whole British people. The 
Englishmen who know the Indians 
well readily admit that tho Rajputs 
are brave and athletic, and the 
Brahmans clever at learning. But 
to the masses of our country men who 
pay gate-money, Prince Ranjitsin- 
hji's performances amount to a new 
discovery of India. It brings home 
to them the fact that among our 
fellow-subjects In Asia, those fellow- 
subjects whose very hundreds of 
millions turn them into numerical 
abstractions, there are men who can 
take the load in national sport which 
all Englishmen love and more or less 
understand. Prince Ranjitsinhji's 
victory has enabled the average 
Englishman to realize India, and has 
made him respect Indians to a de- 
gree that no other triumph could 
have secured. — London Times.

A man named White Helens, chief 
of an audacious band of brigands 
who have infested tho outskirts of 
Malines for some time past, has been 
captured.

Recently ho 
had publicly threatened to murder 
the burgomaster of Wavre-Sainte-

house, and in consequence this func- 
tionary had to place himself under 
police protection. Recently Relens 
went to an inn at Wavre-Sainte- 
Catherine, and, information being 
given to tho police, they surrounded 
tho house and eventually overcame 
him. A brother of Relens was re- 
cently condemned to penal servitude 
for life for similar crimes.— St. 
James' Gazette.

Young Garrott is a quiet, peaceable 
young man who is small of statue 
and unable physically to cope with 
one abh -bodied man, and yet he was 
assailed by four or five and nothing 
but the fortunate circumstances of 
having a pistol saved him from great 
bodily harm if not fatal injuries. 

He had borrowed the tub from its 
owner and had instructions to get it 
from Leavell for use the following 
day. 

Leavell is a well known colored 
leader and politician and the latest 
from his son is that he is liable 
to die. Some of the negroes are mak- 
ing open threats and the white people 
of the neighborhood have assured 
Garrott of their support if any further 
trouble comes up. Tom Leavell is 
about 27 years old and his wound is 
almost necessarily fatal, as he is shot 
squarely in the bowels. 

Leavell is still in possession of the 
tub. 

Garrott was the only white person 
present when the trouble occurred 
and with the exception of his own 
driver, all of the witnesses are mem- 
bers of Leavell's family.

Sparrows with Mutilated Feathers Go 
Into Seclusion. 
Every one must have observed 
how proud the peacock is of his 
gorgeous plumage; how he will strut 
about the lawn, or in front of the 
parlor window, evidently pleased to 
be gazed at and admired; and how 
the same bird will slink out of 
sight at that season of tho year 
when his old feathers drop away, 
and he is left for a time shorn of the 
splendor in wlich he used to delight. 
But much meaner creatures than 
the peacock share this feeling, as 
tho following little story will show. 
It is on record that a boy while 
amusing himself near his father's 
house in Shetland saw a colony of 
sparrows building their, nest.

He is the oldest soldier receiving 
a pension, and the clerks in the of- 
fice take a special pleasure in pro- 
paring his vou3her and remitting 
the money before any other old 
soldier is paid.
